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Commemorative Issues: 


First Anniversary of the European Postal and Telecommunications 
Administrations Conference - 1960. 


The issue commemorates the first anniversary of the European Postal and Telecommunications 
Administrations conference held in 1960. The organisation was founded in 1956, initially 
comprising only six nations, the idea being to promote postal and telecommunication harmony 
between European nations. As an expression of this harmony, commemorative stamps 
promoting ‘EUROPA’ were issued by member countries using a common design theme. 


For the 1960 issue, the common theme was the letter ‘O° in the word ‘EUROPA’ being 
represented by a mail-coach wheel with nineteen spokes, one for each of the nineteen member 
countries. 


The emblem itself was designed by the Finnish artist Pentti 
Rahikainen (born 1928), and can be readily seen on the Finnish Stamp 
shown alongside. Member countries Norway, Sweden, Denmark, 
France, Germany, Greece, Italy, Luxembourg, Netherlands, Portugal, re 
Switzerland, Turkey and Iceland all used a very similar design for (40 SUOMI-FINLAND) 
their EUROPA 1960 commemorative postage stamps. EE ;
